DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendments and arguments of March 30, 2009 have been considered and found to be 
persuasive to overcome the prior art rejection. In particular the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest a vacuum heat insulating material and refrigeration equipment, 
wherein the vacuum heat insulating material is essentially as claimed in the present 
claims, said insulating material comprising a core material containing inorganic fibers 
that include silicon oxide as a main component and wherein the surface of the inorganic 
fibers have a Si-OH/Si-0 ratio of equal to or higher than 0.1 and equal to or lower than 

1 .0, said fibers being treated with moisture to result in the instant claimed ratio, and 
wherein the fibers are adhered to one another by intermolecular interaction of Si-OH 
groups existing at the surface of the inorganic fibers. 

2. Prior art reference JP2002-081 596, cited as an "X" reference in the PCT 
documents has been fully considered but not found to anticipate or render obvious the 
present claimed invention. In particular, the prior art reference does not teach or 
suggest the inorganic fibers having the claimed critical Si-OH/Si-0 ratio of equal to or 
higher than 0.1 and equal to or lower than 1 .0 on the fiber surface.
